"Bosie of Loch- 
fer u«" (280), a dark chestnut with 
white legs, is an exceedingly stylish 
and well shaped mare, sired by "Em- 
peror" (277), and won first prize at 
Kirkcudbright in 1878, beating Mr. 
McQueen's noted red ticket winner at 
the Liverpool Royal Show. She also 
woa first prize as the best animal in 
the yard, beating "Tibbie of Balgred- 
dan'^ and "Borness Bet." At Dal- 
beattie she had to stand second to the 
latter, who, however, it has to be kept 
in mind was the first prize winner at 
the Eoyal Snow at Kilburn, London. 
In 18Td she won third prize at the 
Dumfries Union Show, and first prize 
at Kirkcudbright for the best mare 
bred in the county. "Tibbie of Bal 
greddan," (168) is another mare of

f i n . Her dam is "Olenbesd" (326), 


won first prize at St. Graer, in 1879 
"Darling of Barsalloch," by "Princt 
of Renfrew" (664), dam "Maggie," by 
"Sir Colin"(774), grand-dam by "Wee 
Clyde" (944), is a grand looking mare, 
and won firsc at Wigtown 
best yeald 
ma,re in 1879, and first this year at the 
same place. Besides the mares there 
is a very handsome colt named "Barrn 
Lyon," by Pollock's noted "Young 
Lord Lyon," who has got so many 
winners during the last few years. 
The latter is out of one of the noted

mares, "Flora," out 
of 
"Match." by "Defiance" (225); and 
as "Baron Lyon's" dam is by "Old 
Campaie" (119), and a noted prize 
winaer at Barrhead, where she took 
firsts three years in succession, his 
pedigree is one of the very best.

A gentlem&n pa^^sing through the 
alley running from VVe.-it Berry to 
West Main street, ju.st vvest of

Co.'s croekery ware house, and imme- 
diately gave an alarm of fire from box 
62. The department was on hand 
with their usual promptness and soon 
discovered the flames to bt. on the third 
floor, among some straw-packed goods, 
but in such a location as to render the 
work of the firemen txtremely disad- 
vantageous. 
By means of ladders in 
the alley, however, a stream was soon 
playing and in a few moments the 
flames were extinguished 


The fire originated on the exact 
spot that last March's casualty begun, 
but burned only a few boxes contain- 
ing glass and China ware^ and singed 
the surroundings. How it originated 
is not known, but Messrs. Trentman 
& Go. advance the theory of spontan- 
eous combustion. Great credit is due 
tâh fire department for the manner in 
which they confined the fire within a 
radius of ten or fifteen feet, hard 
to reach and with plenty of combus- 
tible material at hand. The damage 
will not be great, only a few boxes of 
goods being totally destroyed.

Indletmeuts Fonud by the Grand

The grand jury finished its business 
this forenoon and adjosmed^ to the 
27th. Seven indictments were found, 
six of which were as follows: 


One against Charles Smith for grand 
larceny. 


One against Frank Pickles for burg- 
lary, one for burglarious trespass, one 
for petit larceny, and one for receiv- 
ing stolen property. 


One against Richard Rockerty for 
burglary and one for burglarious tres 
pass. 


One against William Ruder for 
assault an 1 battery with intent to 
murder in the first degree. 


The grand jury failed to find in- 
dictments against Charles F. Horri- 
benand Samuel C. Hayes, charged 
with iliegal voting, and Louis J. Bou- 
rie, chained with the murder of a son 
of Fred Geerkin, of Barr street, last 
September. 


There was also one 
indictment 
found for disturbing a lawful meet- 
ing.

A sad accident occurred during the 
progress of the fire at Trentman's 
crockery store, last night, to George 
Falls, a dentist, and brother of Chas. 
Falls, employed by the Trentman 
firm. When the alarm was turned in, 
Falls was near ..he engine house, and 
as the hose cart whirled out and past 
him, he sprang on and rode until, in 
turning a corner, the horse shied, 
throwing Falls heavily against the 
curbing and inflicting a severe scalp 
wound. He was picked up and ear- 
ned to his home, corner of Wayne 
and Fulton streets, where he lies in 
a critical condition. 
Dr. Myers is in 
attendance, and 
states that Falls 
struck in such manner as to cut a 
terrib e gash from his right temple 
over the head to the base of the 
brain. It is said that the cause of the 
accident was a disarranged s n ^ * bit 
on one of the horses.

Tbe Ontlook. 


The Republican victory in Indiana 
has led many Eepublicana who give 
little attention to the subject to im- 
agine that the presidential question is 
virtually settled, since they assume 
Indiana will vote in November as it 
voted in October. But a little exam- 
ination of the electoral votes will 
show the error of this theory.

are 369 electoral votes, and of this 
number 185 are a majority. It is ad- 
mitted that that the following States 
will go for Hancock:

Here are 138 Hancock votes to 
begin with, leaving 47 to make up the 
requisite majority. New York will 
furnish 35 of these, as the vote cast at 
the last election in that State indi- 
cates. In that election Cornell, Re- 
publican, received 418,567 votes, while 
Robinson and Kelly, both Democrats, 
received 453,356—showing a Demo- 
cratic majority in the State of 34,789. 
The 35 New York electoral votes 
added to the 138 from the States 
counted certain for Hancock make 
173—leaving only 12 more to be add- 
ed to make 185. It Indiana goes for 
Hancock, which is probable, its 15 
electoral votes will make up the 185, 
and leave three to spare. Bat admit 
that Indiana will go foi^Garfield still 
there are Connecticut and New Jer- 
sey, both regarded as Democratic 
States, and having together 15 votes— 
Connecticut 6 and New Jersey 9. If 
Hancock shall carry them he will still 
bo elected by a majority of 3 votes 
even though he lose Indiana. Or, if he 
shall carry Pennsylvania with its 29 
votes he will be elected by a majority 
of 17, though he lose Indiana, Con- 
necticut and New Jersey.

The Republicans themselves 
set down California, with its 6 votes, 
as a doubtful State. New York, New 
Jersey and California, therefore, may 
give Hancock enough votes in addi 
tion to the 138 counted certain for 
him to elect him by 3 votes. 
But 
Maine, too, is regsrded as very doubt- 
ful,^since the Fusionists carried it in 
September, and will probably carry it 
again in November. This would not 
elect Hancock, it is true, but it would 
defeat Garfield, and probably throw 
the election into the House. How 
strong the case is against Garfield may 
be seen by reflecting that he must 
carry all the States set down as doubt- 
ful—Indiana, New York, Maine, New 
Jersey, 
Connecticut, 
California, 
Oregon and Nevada—to give him the 
requisite majority of 185 votes.

You all have a deep intérêt ^ fi«e 
aad honest and good government; Oa 
the 2d of November you are to chipié 
which shall be President, Hancock or 
Garfield.

rule, had grown to $2,845,907,626, 
saying nothing of what had been con- 
sumed of public wealth in expenses 
of the war not represented by debt,and 
in interest paid on public debt bearing 
interest. Every business interest of 
this country, except money lending, 
has felt, and will for many years feel, 
the heavy burden of this debt. The 
amount tells not how much we have 
gained, but how much we have lost 
by the war, and how much of the loss 
we must yet make good by hard work 
and saving—for great public debts 
are rarely paid by good luck.

In civil war the Republican party 
waxed fat and strong, and has since 
been held together and has kept its 
hold on power by "the cohesive force 
of public plunder." 


Paper money became very plenty, 
for gold and silver, as currency, went 
out of sight. Men who had money to 
lend and wherewith to deal in public 
debt and to thrive on public necessity, 
became rich very fast.
